of the hospitals have received

cent nm tl.e government, and the like- 
lihood 
Is that they will not recele any 
money 
until they oboy 
the 
law 
re- 
quiring 
them 
to opin 
their doors 
to 
people ot every nationality. 
The hos- 
pital 
most seriously affected 
Is "The 
Queen's," 
which 
was 
given a subsidy 
or 
$10,000 
though only 
$20,000 
had been 
Hiked. 
So far no application for this 
money 
has been made. 
At a meeting of the Hoard of Health 
held a month ago It was decided 
that 
the appropriations 
should be paid only 
to such 
hospitals as 
made 
reports 
of
